. : Geneva, September 23. 
M. Bourgeois assured the Assembly that the Council of the 
- League of Nationa would pursue ita efforts to hasten negotiations be- 
tween the Powers and the United Statesin regard to the terms of the 
Mandates. He pointed out thatthe mandated territories hed already 
‘being sdministéred in accordance with the spirit of the Cavenant. 
Sir James Allen (New Zealand) pressed fora prompt settlement ; 
of the terms of the Mandates, and declared that military occupation 
was not altogether satisfactory. He also declared that the terms of 
the Mandates in resards to the liquor traffic wonld only be possible 
with the remoral of discrimination between whites and nstives. The 
Assembly pnanimously edopted the report ot the Mandstes Com- 
mittee. . 
Initial Meeting of Permanent Mandates Commission. 
The Permanent Mandates Commission to advise the Council of 
the Leagues on all matters relating to observance of the blandates 
The Commis- 
sion consists of nine experts on Colonial questions; mostly nationals 
of Non- Mandatory States, including Senbor Dandrade, ex-Foreign 
Minister of Portugal, M. Beau. ex-Governor of Prench Indo-China, 
Mr. Ormsby Gore. J. K. Van Res, ex-Vice-President of the Council 
of the Dateb Indies, acd Mr. Yanagida (Japan). It is expected that 
the Commission will examine reports of the recent administrasion of 
mandatory areas, which bave been communicated by Britain for 
Mesopotamia, Palestine, and Tanganyika. by France for Togoland 
and the Cameroons, and by South Africa for ex-German South West 
Africs.

This was unparalleled anywhere in the 
world. America was now in an infinitely worse position in regard 
to unemployment than Britain. The demand for national rather 
than local relief would increase the alresdy heavy taxation,and t uz 
aggravate unemploymen:. The Gaverninont would take a final 
decision next week. He bad every reason ta believe that the 
Government would decide that special assistance musi be given in 
_areas where upnemploymens was exceptionally acute. He was 
hopefal that the problem wnuld he satisfantorily solved.”

Smuts yhen he first recommended the system of mandates which 
wag a.tcilestone on the road of peace, said there was no intention 
of shutting off the mandated territories from intercourse with all 
nations within the League. This last remark evoked a warm “near 


hear” from the Hastri delegates who loudly cheered the speech.

The voyage of the Chinese 
a "New Chins,* which 
recently left Hoogkong. with a- 
draft of 400 cooliea has nat been 
the happy venture hoped for. 
Due to touch at Mexico and 
oventnally to reach South Ame- 
Tics, the New. China, according 
to a statement made tos raportar 
ofthe Telegraph by = local South 
American Conavl, is at present 
laid up in a Mexican port, being 
prevented by the embargo against 
incoming labourers from Isnding 
her passengers or proceeding on 
her voyage. : 

The circumstances under which 
the New Chine left oa her trip 
scrass the Pacific may be worthy 
of recapitulation here. To obviate 
the difficulty in connection with 
obtaining permits from the Secre- 
tary for ChinesaA ffairs and also te 
avoid the alleged opposition of the 
Consuls at this port, it was stated, 
the New China, which is the first 
vessel acquired by the Spain and 
China Navigation Company for 
the coclie trafic to South 
America, was taken from Hong- 
kong to Canton where she took 
a her coolle pas-engers. 
The only regulation requiring 
obedience at Canton was the 
securing of clearance papers from 
the Canton Government. This 
regulation having been complied 
with, the New China lef: on her 
woyage.- oo 

From” enquiries’ made with 

manager of the Spain 
and Chins Navigation C m- 
pany at this port,a different 
swory than that outlined above 
was heard. It was stated by him 
thatthe New China has landed 
half of her pa-sangers ‘at Mexico 
aod is cow on her way to Havana 
with the remaader before pro- 
ceeding to Pera and the nther 
Soath American countries. ..
